taken no action because “it was felt 
that General Pearkes was a capable, 
efficient officer, physically able to 
discharge his duties.”

Mr. Abbott's statement in the 
House came after a _ lengthy 
wrangle over the department of 
national defence refusal to pro- 
duce the letters and telegrams 
that had passed between the de- 
partment and General Pearkes, 
because all of them had been 
marked “confidential” or “secret.”

Bervative, Lake Centre, Mr. Abbott 
Stood pat against producing the 
documents, but gave fully in a 
Verbal statement all the facts con- 
tained in them. 

Mr. Diefenbaker, after being told 
positively that the correspondence 
between General Pearkes and the 
minister of national defence would 
not be produced because it was all 


marked “confidential,” said he 
‘would not pursue it any further 
But he would ask this, without 


asking for revelation of any docu- 
ments which might, or might not 
contain secret information

cer commanding. No action was 
taken on that request at the time 
It was felt that General Pearkes 
was a capable, efficient officer 
physically able to discharge his 
duties, and that there was no just! 
fication for retiring him 

“On the 5 of January, 1945, Gen- 
eral Pearkes renewed his request; 
this time indicating that he felt 
that the status of the Pacific Com- 
mand had become rather less im- 
portant than it was in the past; 
that it might be desirable to af- 
ford junior officers an opportuni- 
ty for promotion and requesting 
that he be relieved of his position 
as general officer commanding 
the Pacific Command. 

“That was Jan. 5,” went on Mr 
Abbott. “That request and recom- 
mendation was not compiled with 
at that time for the same reasons 
that governed the decision not to 
retire General Pearkes on Novy. 26 

“On Jan. 23 General Pearkes re 
newed his request to compulsorily 
(be) retired, and at that time gave 
as his principal reason for making 
this recommendation, that he no 
longer had confidence in the policy 
which the government was asking 
him to carry out 


NO SUITABLE POST 


“That as I say,” continued Mr 
Abbott, “was on Jan. 23, and 
should add that at that time Gen 


eral Pearkes indicated that he real 


ized it was unlikely that there 
would be any other suitable com 
mand in which his services might 


be utilized 

“No immediate action was taken 
with respect to that further 
recommendation, and on Feb. 12 
General Pearkes again renewed 
his reouest that the recommenda 
tion that he be compulsorily retir- 
ed be acted upon. That was fol- 
lowed up with further urging that 
action be taken on February 14 
and finally on March 14 General 
Pearkes was advised by the 
adjutant-general alona the lines 
indicated by the member for Lake 
Centre, that there was no suitable 
employment available for him in 
the Canadian Army, and that he 
was to be retired. 


“The effect of that action,” went 


on Mr. Abbott, “was of course that 
General Pearkes retires on a pen- 
sion 20 per cent, higher than he 


would have received had he volun 


tavily retired—if I may so describe 
it—from the army. It is perfectly 
evident. of course, that an officer 
who states that he has no conf 
dence in the policy of the govern- 
ment is not-—and he himself re 
alizes it—suitable to receive an 
other command, and therefore, un 
less we are to infer that General 


Pearkes expected to be retired on

summer of 1939, the German population is 
“on its own” in the matter of food, with no 
trains rolling in, and none to roll in, bearing 
supplies taken from other peoples by down- 
right, organized, systematic military theft 
or by the gentler but more ruinous mechar- 
ism, of spurious currency “purchases.” 

Whenever the war may end, the food 
situation in Germany is worse in outlook 
than in any other country in Europe. In 
every other country péople will be able this 
year to sow and reap to whatever extent 
their manpower and economic position may 
permit—-possibly excepting a part of Hol- 
land, Denmark and Norway. But Germany 
is a battlefield, and even should the war end 
quickly chaotic conditions will car 
vond seeding time. Not much in the way 
even of grain or vegetable growing is pos- 
sible there. And as for imports, following 
the ‘‘cease fire’ order, the Allies will have 
all they can do to feed the peoples Nazism 
made destitute. 

Hitler, with their own consent, has 
brought the German people face to face 
with the grim prospect of having little or 
nothing to eat when winter comes again 
And, if the German armies laid down their 
arms at once, there isn’t much that other 
countries could do about it. General Hun- 
ger is threatening to invade Germany, not 
by will of the Allies, but in the inevitable 
logic of things

The debate has raised 
echoes of the fateful debate of 25 
years ago in the United States Sen- 
ate. when opponents of the League 
of Nations vigcrously criticized the 
admission of British Dominions 
with separate votes 

Senator Arthur Vandenberg, Re- 
public Senate leader, has quickly 
denounced the proposal for multi- 
ple voting in the assemb’y. Van- 
denberg occupies a key position 
which may determine whether or 
not the U.S. Senate ratifies the 
world orgar tion after it is estab- 
lished. But is certain that, when 
the United Nations conference pre- 
sents a draft scheme for ratification 
by the US. Senate and other 
national legislatures, one of the 
ssues here will be whether the 
British Commonwealth system con- 
Stitutes a six or seven-vote block 
which should in some way be offset 


by larger voting representation for 
United States, Russia and possibly 
other big powers 

* * * 


Russia's request was disclosed in 
a White House statement on March 
29. Some, though not all, American 
correspondents and commentators 
immediately assumed that this was 
designed to offset “six votes for 
Britain,’ namely, those of United 
Kingdom, Canada, Australia, South 
Africa, New Zealand and India. 
This assumption was made, for in- 
stance, by Washington correspond- 
ents of the New York Herald-Tri- 
bune, by correspondents of the 
Associated Press in London and 
Paris, and in a number of badly in- 
formed editorial columns in this 
country. At the same time, other 
editorial columns were quick to 
grasp the point that Canada and 
other Domoinions are fully inde- 
pendent, and to see that the “six 
votes for Britain” error was no rea- 
son for multiple votes for Russia 
and the United States

Britain and the United States are 
pledged to support Russia's request 
for votes for two of its republics, in 
addition to the Soviet vote.

The assumption that Britain 
control the Dominions’ votes 
draws some support from state 
ments made in the recent foreign 
policy debate in the Canadian Par- 
liament. Just as similar statements 
in Canada were drawn upon 25 
years ago to furnish arguments 
with which to defeat the League 
of Nations, they will likely turn 
up in the forthcoming U.S. Senate 
debate.

Halifax, the British ambassador 
in Washington, who consistently 
speaks in the manner of a spokes- 
man for the British Common- 
wealth as a unit. In his speech at 
Harrisburg, Pa. on April 5, for 
instance, Lord Halifax echoed Mr, 
Churchill in saying “Every re- 
source of the British Common- 
wealth” shall be deployed against 
Japan, as far as possible. Many 
previous speeches from Lord Hali- 
fax could be quoted to the same 
effect.
